Elizabeth joints John 
and together they begin the ardu- 
ous task of replanting the vine- 
yard and recreating their love for 
each other.

Henry King, Director Of 
Earth Is Mine’ Marks 40th 
Year As Top Films Figure 


(Advance) 
Henry King has probably made 


more hits than any other director 
behind the camera today. 

But the mere quantity of count- 
less King productions shot since 
he entered the industry 40 years 
ago pales before the quality of 
such pictures as “The White Sis- 
ter,” “State Fair,” “Seventh Heav- 
en,” “The Song of Bernadette,” 
“Twelve O’Clock High,” ‘‘Love Is 
a Many-Splendored Thing” and 
“The Bravados.” 

Having created many stars and 
worked with most of the top stel- 
lar names in the business, it was 
inevitable that the famed ‘“meg- 
ger” should draw the assignment 
of directing the nation’s No. 1 box- 
office star, Rock Hudson, along 
with Jean Simmons, Dorothy Mc- 
Guire and Claude Rains, in the 
high Universal-International- 
Vintage production, “This Earth 
is Mine.” In CinemaScope and 
Technicolor, “This Earth is Mine” 


theatre! 

What is the source of King’s 
success aS a movie-maker? His 
friends and chroniclers point to 
many sources. He has been actor, 
producer, writer and director on 
stage and screen. He knows every 
angle of this highly-specialized 
and creative business, is level- 
headed and indefatigable worker 
and master of lighting, camera ac- 
tion and motion picture equip- 
ment. 

A careful, deliberate, quiet- 
spoken planner, King never blows 
up and is considerate of everyone 
but himself. He works closely with 
the publicity department on this 
simple theory: ‘“We’re working 
for the public; the picture must 
be sold to them; if it isn’t, we’re 
through.” 

King never loses contact with 


the public, its tastes and whims. 
After each picture, he usually gets 
in his Waco cabin plane and makes 
a circle trip around the country, 
calling on exchange managers and 
friends in various parts of the na- 
tion, and they are legion. He has 
a prodigious memory for facts, 
faces and names. He discusses 
people, events, pictures —he’s a 
voracious reader and keeps in- 
formed on countless subjects. He’s 
an excellent listener as well as 
talker. 


He never puts any frills on di- 
recting, he merely says in a well- 
modulated voice, “roll ’em”’ and 
then ‘‘action.” One of his favorite 
tricks in directing is to turn the 
blame quickly upon himself or 
some mechanical setup when an 
actor “blows up.” It must never 
be the players. He firmly believes 
that an actor’s ego must remain 
unimpaired for him to put the best 
into the characterization. 


He has another trick he almost 
invariably employs at the start of 
a picture; he accepts the first 
scene on the first take and praises 
those in the scene he can honestly 
praise. He probably will re-do the 
scene later, but not until the cast 
“warms up” to the picture, roles 
and one another. 


To his credit in the field of dis- 
covery can be placed the bringing 
of Tyrone Power, Don Ameche, 
Ronald Colman, Gary Cooper and 
Ernest Torrence to the screen. 


Away from motion pictures, 
King is one of the best aviators in 
the country. When tired or per- 
piexed from work, he tunes up his 
ship and soars above the clouds, 
six, eight, or ten thousand feet 
above the earth and meditates. He 
says he has secured some of his 
best ideas while soloing in the 
calm of the higher altitudes.

A four-star cast headed by America’s No. 1 name at the 
boxoffice, Rock Hudson, brought top dramatic excitement to 


the sereen of the... 


oo theatre yesterday in “This 


Earth is Mine,” co-starring Jean Simmons, Dorothy McGuire 


and Claude Rains with Hudson. 


The Universal-International- 
Vintage production, directed with 
unerring and hard-hitting authen- 
ticity by Henry King, who cre- 
ated such other hits as “Love Is 
A Many Splendored Thing,” ‘“‘The 
Bravados” and “Twelve O’Clock 
High,” is the tense, brilliant and 
robust saga of a wine dynasty in 
the Napa Valley. Rarely has a 
film been so perfectly cast with 
Hudson playing the family rebel, 
Rains the venerable, stern grand- 
father, Dorothy McGuire the rul- 
ing hand and Jean Simmons the 
errant newcomer in a family of 
vintners whose history is steeped 
in the wealth, tragedy and glory 
which the grape and acquisition 
of land can bring. 

Produced in CinemaScope and 
filmed in Technicolor, ‘“‘This Earth 
is Mine” takes full advantage of 
the vast, rich vineyards where the 
original story, a novel by Alice 
Tisdale Hobart entitled ‘The Cup 
and the Sword,’ was conceived. 
Director King very wisely keeps 
background and story in true per- 
spective, however, never permit- 
ting the former, despite its natural 
beauty, to overshadow the excite- 
ment generated within a fabulous, 
sometimes scandalous family, and 
the dramatic effects of the last 
years of Prohibition on its various 
members. 

As the family rebel not above 
chasing any girl in his valley, or 
conspiring with gangsters in Chi- 
cago to replenish waning family 
fortunes, Rock Hudson turns in 
a performance unique for him. No 
smiling do-gooder, fearlessly rat- 
tling family skeletons, including 
the illegitimacy of his own birth, 
Hudson bears as much the brand 
of heel as hero, and plays the part 
of big, hard-headed John Ram- 
beau with more conviction than 
any role he has attempted since 
“Giant.” 

Jean Simmons, as the cousin 
who is afraid to fall in love with 
Hudson, Dorothy McGuire, as the 
matriarchal major domo of the 
vast wine empire, Claude Rains 
as the vineyard founder and Kent 
Smith as the long-suffering hus- 
band of Miss McGuire, are not 
only outstanding in their portray- 
als, but make the Rambeau 
family of the story actually live 
and breathe. 

A newcomer to watch is blonde 
and fetching Cindy Robbins, who 
plays the role of a grape grower’s 
daughter, earthy, naive and 
always in trouble. She is star 
calibre in the glamor department. 

As always, Henry King’s mag- 
nificent direction is flawless and 
exciting. His production is given 
a rich, colorful mounting by Pro- 
ducers Casey Robinson and 
Claude Heilman and Robinson’s 
script is full of human warmth 
and bitter conflict.

Simmons Was Flop In Her fst 
Attempt To Follow Theatre

Jean Simmons was a British movie star at the age of 16. 
Since then she has become one of the most in-demand 
ladies on two continents, capping her success to date with the 


top feminine role opposite the nation’s number one box-office 
star, Rock Hudson, in the Universal-International-Vintage 


production, “‘This Earth is Mine.”’ 
Thexspleture Opens care. ee at 
thesass nes theatre, in Cinema- 
Scope and Technicolor. 


All was not instant success for 
the petite British beauty. Born in 
London, she attended Orange Hill 
Girls School where, ironically, she 
was dropped from her first school 
play for lack of serious interest. 
But when she displayed talent for 
dancing, Jean’s school teacher- 
father, the late Charles Simmons, 
enrolled her in London’s Aida Fos- 
ter School of Dancing. She had 
been there only two weeks when 
a talent scout spotted her and she 
became one of 200 girls trying out 
for the role of Margaret Lock- 
wood’s sister in “Give Us the 
Moon.” Jean was the winner, thus 
ending her dancing dream and 
launching at 14 her film career. 


She did achieve stardom before 
her 17th birthday, however, in 
Charles Dickens’ “Great Expecta- 
tions” with John Mills. A year 
later, after having played the se- 
ductive native girl in ‘Black Nar- 
cissus” with Deborah Kerr and 
Flora Robson, she was picked by 
Sir Laurence Olivier to play Ophe- 
lia in his film version of ‘““Hamlet.” 
The portrayal of Ophelia won Jean 
the highest cinema awards of 
Italy, Belgium, Switzerland and 
Ireland. She was also a candidate 
for Hollywood’s Academy Award. 


Hollywood continued its pursuit 
of her talents but it wasn’t until 
after her marriage to Stewart 
Granger on December 20, 1950, in 
Tucson, Arizona, that Jean finally 
left London for the American mo- 
tion picture center where her first 
film was George Bernard Shaw’s 
“Androcles and the Lion.” 


On September 10, 1956, the 
Grangers became the parents of a 
daughter, Tracy, named after 
their close friend, Spencer Tracy. 
They live on a 10,000-acre ranch 
outside Tucson. They have no of- 
ficial residence in the film capital 
but commute to Hollywood for 
their motion pictures. 

Jean is an ardent baseball and 
football fan. She collects records, 
swims, plays tennis and loves to 
dance. She is superstitious about 
knocking wood, but will walk un- 
der a ladder or make important 
business appointments on Friday 
the 13th. She doesn’t like big cock- 
tail parties, would rather stay 
home talking with close friends or 
playing gin rummy. She has a 
number of pets. These include a 
toy poodle named Young Bess; a 
pony, called Harry, and a Siamese 
cat who answers to Trabert. 


Music affects Jean’s moods. She 
can be charmed out of or into one 
by a melody. She likes Cole Porter, 
Rodgers and Hammerstein, De- 
bussy and Tschaikowsky in that 
order and frankly admits she does 
not “dig”? many classics. 


“I went to an opera once in 
Rome,” she said. “It was an open- 
air theater. I was ecstatic about 
the theater, hated the opera.” 


Besides Miss Simmons and Rock 
Hudson, “This Earth is Mine’ also 
stars Dorothy McGuire and Claude 
Rains. In Technicolor and Cine- 
maScope it was directed by Holly- 
wood veteran and top ‘“megger’”’ 
Henry King. It was adapted from 
Alice Tisdale Hobart’s novel ‘‘The 
Cup and the Sword.” 


Actress Anna Lee found a 
special way to “plug” her ac- 
tress daughter, Venetia Steven- 
son, during the filming of ‘This 
Earth is Mine,” in which Miss 
Lee plays Rock Hudson’s moth- 
er. A scene in the Universal- 
Vintage production called for a 


baby picture closeup and the 
property man had put in one of 
Deanna Durbin.

“T won’t hide behind the pro- 
tective shield of phony statistics,” 
she says. “With me it’s the truth, 
the whole truth and nothing but 
the truth—and I’m better off for 
it in the long run, I think.” 

She is all in favor of having mo- 
vie stars, male and female, stop 
hiding behind the deft hand of the 
makeup man, and coming right 
out and playing roles that corre- 
spond to their real ages. 

“T passed the supposedly tragic 
age of 35 four years ago and ad- 
mit it cheerfully,” Dorothy says 
proudly. ‘Therefore the roles I 
seek are roles for a 39-year-old 
woman. When I was 15 I played 
15-year-olds, when I was 25 I 
played 25-year-olds and I hope 
when I am 65 I shall be portray- 
ing 65-year-olds. I can change as 
time changes me.” 

Miss McGuire feels that the mo- 
tion picture audience today is 
aware of the incongruity that 
often results when an older actor 
or actress essays a characteriza- 
tion that is beneath them chrono- 
logically, and that this tends to 
alienate part of the audience. 

“Growing older is a normal part 
of life,’’ she continues, “and I am 
convinced that the film audience 
resents being ‘fooled’ by clever 
makeup tricks or favorable cam- 
era angles and lighting. In my 
opinion, moviegoers respect you 
for what you are and not for what 
your studio biographical forms 
say you are.” 

In “This Earth is Mine,” Doro- 
thy—who was voted best actress 
of the year by the National Board 
of Review for her role of a mother 
(she has two children in real life) 
in “Friendly Persuasion’ — por- 
trays the 39-year-old wife of Kent 
Smith, as an ambitious, calculat- 
ing woman who is the household 
head of a wealthy wine-producing 
family. 

“It’s a part full of challenge for 
any actress,”’ Dorothy adds. ‘And 
I think I can show that it’s easy 
to ‘grow up’ on the screen success- 
fully and that there are just as

Her initial salary was $1 a night. 


Two years later she was a fea- 
tured dancing member of the cast 
of Ken Murray’s “Blackouts” and 
drawing the munificent sum of $35 
a week, and had resolved on danc- 
ing as her career. However, when 
she later entered Glendale High 


School, Cindy discovered a new 
world—that of acting. Appearing 
in a succession of amateur per- 
formances, she polished her dra- 
matic technique, finally winning 
first place as a speech representa- 
tive for Glendale high in 1952. 


New York next lured her, and 
Cindy moved there for further 
study, graduating in 1954 from 
the School for Young Profession- 
als. She did a number of live TV 
shows, then was picked by Shirley 
Booth for an important role in 
“By the Beautiful Sea’”’ which had 
a long Broadway run. 


This role was followed by more 
TV parts. Meanwhile Cindy was 
attracting the attention of Holly- 
wood movie colony people when 
they regularly trekked eastward 
to see shows. Eventually Dorothy 
McGuire brought the _ talented 
Miss Robbins back to California 
to play the leading role in “The 
Vacant Lot” at the La Jolla Play- 
house. 


Then came another succession 
of television shows, some live, 
some on film, but all in California 
—and finally, after meetings with 
Henry King, veteran Hollywood 
director, who directed ‘‘This Earth 
is Mine,”’ Cindy found herself nom- 
inated for the part of ‘Buz’ Die- 
trick in the picture, a part many 
other aspiring girls, equally seri- 
ous, had wanted. 


So Hollywood is once more home 
for the little girl from Glendale 
with the champagne hair and the 
effervescent name, and her film 
debut is now a matter of record.

after actor in Hollywood, a tribute 
to the film industry, since his rise 
to the top has been exclusively in 
motion pictures. 

In addition to being named the 
No. 1 box office star, Rock was 
chosen ‘Star of the Year” in 1958 
by the Theater Owners of Amer- 
ica, won the Photoplay Gold Medal 
as the most popular star of the 
screen in 1957 and 1958, and was 
nominated for an Academy Award 
for his performance in “Giant.” 

The Hudson success story had 
a strange beginning. He was sent 
on a personal appearance tour 
with James Stewart and Julie 
Adams for the Portland, Oregon, 
premiere of “Bend of the River” 
in which Hudson played a minor 
role. He had, however, played 
more important parts in less im- 
portant pictures and he had been 
getting a slow buildup in the fan 
magazines. 

Ten thousand people jammed 
the streets for the opening. It was 
the largest premiere crowd in the 
history of the Northwest. Stewart 
got an ovation when he mounted 
the platform in front of the the- 
ater. After a few brief words he 
introduced Hudson and the crowd 
went wild. 

All of the studio bigwigs had 
traveled north for this event and, 
while they already felt they had 
a potential winner in the six-foot- 
four ex-letter carrier, they had no 
idea he had already arrived in the 
hearts of the fans. That night 
made him a star. 

He went to work with a ven- 
geance. The following year saw 
six Rock Hudson films on the 
screen or close to release, ‘‘Iron 
Man,” “Has Anybody Seen My 
Gal,” “Seminole,” “The Sea 
Devil,” ‘The Golden Blade’ and 
“Back to God’s Country.”’ None of 
these were epics, but Rock was 
magic at the box office; the pic- 
tures were all hits and Rock be- 
came a bobby soxer idol. There 
was another step to go. The bobby 
soxers are important but you 
haven’t become a topflight star 
until your appeal is universal. 
That takes a solid dramatic role 
in an important picture. 

The break came, with Rock’s 
casting in “Magnificent Obses- 
sion’”’ opposite Jane Wyman. The 
picture was a top hit in U-I his- 
tory and Hudson was established 
as a dramatic star of stature to 
compare with the all-time greats 
of Hollywood. 

So great was the clamor to see 
Hudson emote opposite Miss Wy- 
man again that U-I re-teamed

In days gone by, Milton Sills 
drove a Case; Nils Asther, a Cord 
with front wheel drive, consid- 
ered by many the prototype of all 
sports cars; Rudolph Valentino 
had a black deluxe Windsor sedan 
and Gary Cooper, with a reputa- 
tion as a speedster, had a famous 
underslung Duesenberg. 

Casey Robinson, who screen-

In 1951 
alone he received every important 
award Broadway could offer for 
his role on the stage in “‘Darkness 
at Noon.” Since then, he has made 
countless TV appearances in mem- 
orable roles, one of the latest be- 
ing as the New England judge in 
“The Nurenberg Trials” for Play- 
house 90. The performance al- 
ready is being touted for an 
Emmy award. 

Claude Rains will be what he 
describes as a “young” 70 on No- 
vember 10, 1959. His first love has 
always been the theatre, and in 
London, where he was born, virtu- 
ally grew up in His Majesty’s The- 
ater, where he was call boy, car- 
penter, master mechanic, electri- 
cian, property man, treasurer and 


company manager. 


The late George Bernard Shaw 
considered Rains the greatest in- 
terpreter of the Shavian drama, 
and it was in Shaw’s “Androcles 
and the Lion” that Rains made his 
American stage debut many years 
ago.

“I was born 
Frank Kent Smith,” he explains, 
“but figured Kent was fancier and 
would dress up a name like 
Smith!” 


His birthplace, too, admits the 
actor, gets kicked around a bit 
during an interview. He was ac- 
tually born in New York City, but 
in a moment of weakness he’ll say 
that he first saw the light of day 
in Smithville, Maine, because that 
locale is, of course, the seat of a 
long line of Smiths, including his 
father. 


Smith insists those are the only 
two fibs he’s ever told, because he 
claims they’re too hard to remem- 
ber.

Smith matriculated at Harvard 
with the class of ’29. Here he had 
a fling at crew and squash and the 
Harvard Dramatic Society. 


His acting ambition attained re- 
alization after he left the academ- 
ic life with the University Players 
at West Falmouth, Mass., where 
other dramatic young hopefuls in- 
cluded Henry Fonda, Margaret 
Sullivan, James Stewart, Bre- 
taigne Windust and Mildred Nat- 
wick. 


David Belasco gave him a job 
on Broadway in “Blind Widow,”’ 
the leading man being Clark Ga- 
ble.

Henry King, veteran of 40 years 
in films, and director of ‘This 
Earth is Mine,” recalled that 1933 
was a historic year for entertain- 
ment generally, and especially for 
the movies. It was the year of the 
Chicago World’s Fair and Sally 
Rand; the year James Cagney, a 
young upstart, shocked fans by 
pushing a grapefruit in Mae 
Clarke’s face in ‘Public Enemy,” 
and also the year Mae West had 
as her leading man a newcomer 
with considerable potential named 
Cary Grant. 


They were making big musicals 
in those days, and the great Zieg- 
feld Follies comedian, Eddie Can- 
tor, could be seen that year in 
“Roman Scandals.” On the serious 
side, John Barrymore was doing 
the film version of ‘Counsellor at 
Law,” the Paul Muni stage hit. 


Joan Crawford and Clark Gable 
also were teamed in ’33 in ‘““Danc- 
ing Lady.” 


Some of the popular songs in- 
troduced in 1933 included ‘‘Temp- 
tation,” “Sophisticated Lady,” 
“Let’s Fall in Love,” “Stormy 
Weather,” “Smoke Gets in Your 
Byes,” “The Carioca,” “The Last 
Roundup,” and _ finally — ‘‘Who’s 
Afraid of the Big Bad Wolf?” 


In 1933 Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was inaugurated as 32nd presi- 
dent of the United States, Adolph 
Hitler became chancellor of Ger- 
many and Albert Einstein emi- 
grated to the United States. On 
Broadway the big plays were ‘‘To- 
bacco Road,” “Another Lan- 
guage,” “Pursuit of Happiness” 
and Eugene O’Neill’s “Ah, Wilder- 
ness.” 


In 1933 Rock Hudson was a 
grade school youngster in Win- 
netka, Ill.; Jean Simmons was a 
mere toddler; Dorothy McGuire 
was a high school freshman; 
Claude Rains was a famous movie 
star, and Cindy Robbins had not 
yet been born. 


“This Earth is Mine” was adapt- 
ed by Casey Robinson from the 
novel, ‘‘The Cup and the Sword,” 
by Alice Tisdale Hobart. Robin- 
son and Claude Heilman are co- 
producers of the picture, and Ed- 
ward Muhl, vice president of Uni- 
versal-International and head of 
Universal Studio, served as execu- 
tive producer.
